These 
all had created. :; The people who have 
oome \are nearly all poor, and came for the 
ole purpose of improving their condition. Un- 
used to frontier life, many of them from the 
«hop or manufactory, without the experience of 
an eastern farmer even; these are en- 
gaged in the herculean task of creating homes 
for themselves and children. That they must 
deny themselves of former comforts is too weak 
an expression to convey an idea of the situation. 
It is a «tern fight with necemzity to keep the 
wolf from the door. * 
The first crop the settlers of this country have 
harvested, is the one just gathered, and most of 
them have not enough to- wipe out old debts. 
I know this is a dark picture ; but it is not, and 
cannot be overdrawn, and explains partly why I 
have collected no more in my field. 

I believe the few dhurches planted on this 
field are firmly planted, having church property 
to' nearly $3,000 each. We cannot, however, 
expect to increase in this direction for several 
months to come, and I hope, therefore, to realize 
zomething that will accrue to the mission fund.
